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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Regarding claims 17 and 18 rejected under 35 USC § 1 12-2nd paragraph, the Applicant argues that two fibers can each respectively have 
a length and launch power. However, if those two fibers are connected in series, as claimed, the power entering the second fiber in the 
series is not a launch power. Only the initial power entering the first fiber in the series is a launch power. Regarding the 35 USC § 1 03 
rejections based on Essiambre, the Applicant first argues that the Examiner's reasoning is flawed because "when... two different data 
transmission rates are used... each WDM channel sent via an optical transmission system optimized for transmitting a first lower data 
transmission rate, the optical signals have a second higher data tranmission rate become so distorted..." However, the modified system of 
Essiambre in the rejections is not "optimized for transmitting a first lower data transmission rate" to the detriment of the higher rate; it's 
unclear how the Applicant reached this conclusion from the rejections. The modifed system of Essiambre supports both transmission rates, 
by using no pre-compensation for the lower rate and using pre-compensation for the higher rate, the two rates multiplexed together in the 
WDM system. The Applicant next argues that Essiambre doesn't disclose pre-compensation upstream of the first length of fiber, arguing 
that Essiambre discloses post-compensation instead. The Applicant seems to be confusing Essiambre's "post amplifier" which explicitly 
has pre-compensation fiber upstream from the first length of fiber (figs. 1 and 2 and col. 5 lines 22-33), with Essiambre's "post- 
compensation" which occurs at the end of transmission (see figs. 1 and 2, "POST-COMPENSATION"). Since Essiambre explicitly 
discloses pre-compensation upstream from the first length of fiber, the Applicant's arguments that such pre-compensation would not have 
been obvious without impermissible hindsight is not persuasive. 
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
